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MIDDLE  CREEK  PROJECT  APPROVED 


On  April  6,  the  Governor's  Office  re- 
leased the  following  information: 

Governor  William  W.  Scranton  today 
approved  purchase  of  the  proposed  Middle 
Creek  Waterfowl  Project  area  in  Lebanon 
and  Lancaster  Counties  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Game  Commission. 

The  area,  comprising  an  estimated  Z,900 
acres  of  creek  bottom  lands,  woodlands  and 
farmland,  will  be  purchased  with  Project  70 
funds  and  developed  as  a multi-purpose  re- 
creational site. 

The  Governor  said  that  "although  the  pri- 
mary purpose  of  the  new  recreational  site  will 
be  development  of  waterfowl  production  and 
controlled  harvest  facilities  similar  to  those 
existing  at  Pymatuning  in  the  Western  part  of 
the  State,  it  also  will  include  other  recreational 
opportunities . 

"These  include  small  game  hunting  areas, 
day-use  picnic  sites  and  parking  facilities, 
vantage  points  for  the  observation  of  wildlife 
as  well  as  for  other  types  of  nature  study. 

"Following  several  weeks  of  study,  and 
upon  receiving  assurance  that  the  Game  Com- 
mission plans  to  open  the  entire  area  to  the 
widest  possible  use  by  all  persons  interested 
in  recreational  values  in  the  great  outdoors, 

I am  most  happy  to  approve  this  project.  "

$2.79.  This  was  an  increase  of  $.27^  per 
hide.  Last  year's  sales  netted  $7,276.41.

An  impressive  total  of  2,  373  flattails  were 
harvested  in  the  Northeast  Division  this  year. 
This  is  more  than  half  of  the  statewide  tally. 
Wayne  County  was  tops  again  with  a take  of 
527.
